Those who took the vaccine 
on the first Sabin Oral Sun- 
day, will lake the second dose 
on this date to complete their 
immunization. Those who 
for some reason missed the 
first dose of vaccine will take 
their first dose next Sunday, 
and the second dose on Feb- 
ruary 2. . 

Almost 5,000 people took 
the vaccine at the time of the 
lirst administering. There 



were no reports of any re- 
action to Ihe vaccine, as- doc- 
tors had previously assured 
there would not be. The vac- 
cine is drank from a small 
paper cup in a pleasant-last- 
ing liquid. 

All doctors are urging that 
everyone take the vaccine, 
even those who had. previous- 
ly had the Salk vaccine shots, 
and all infants over six weeks 
old. Doctors believe that if 
everyone took the vaccine, 
polio would be as rare as 
smallpox now Is. Experts 
believe the vaccine will give 
long-term protection against 
polio, similar to the small- 
pox vaccination. 

Local doctors will super- 
vise the administering of the 
vaccine, in cooperation with 
local pharmacists. Dr. James 
Kopriva is Medical Chairman 
of the Antioch clinic, and 



Reeves Drugs will supply the 
vaccine this lime. The pro- 
gram is sponsored by the 
t^ike County Medical Society. 
Douald Poulter is Antioch 
Chairman of Sabin Oral Sun- 
day.

There have been rcurrent

One of the major objec- 
tives of the recent Illinois 
Trade Mission to Europe was 
the promotion of tourism in 
Illinois. 

Richard J. Newman, chief 
of the new Illinois Divi- 
sion of Tourism, and Dr. 
William Tudor, president,, of 
Southern Illinois Inc., an area 
promotion group, and I met 
with travel agents, travel edi- 
tors and airline personnel in 
Frankfurt, , Paris, Rome and 
London. 

We discussed the hisloric 
and scenic sights in Illinois 
at each of these meetings, in 
addition to our industrial and 
economic picture. We also 
distributed special kits, as- 
sembled for the trip, which 
included such items as air- 
line, railroiKl and bus sched- 
ules and raresThotcl ami mo- 
tel directories, typical restau- 
rant nienus and tourist lit- 
erature of all kinds. 

Most Europeans already 
knew that Illinois had two of 
the top ten touiisl attrac- 
tions in the United States— 
the city of Chicago and the 
Abraham Lincoln shrines. 
- The response to our mis- 
sion was very encouraging. 
The greatest interest was 
shown by tour operators, 
who often arrange for 
large groups of profes- 
sional and business, people 
to come to this country to 
study methods and tech- 
niques. We pointed out that 
Illinois is practically a pocket- 
sized edition of the United 
States and that the produc- 
tion of the metropolitan Chi- 
cago area alone is almost as

Your article on the meet- 
ing- of the Antloch -High' 
School noard gave epiite a 
play to the report of Mr. 
Kemerer on the curriculum,! 
It was, however, distressing- 
ly short of fact, It was in- 
terestiriji to know that a sur- 
vey of graduates is being 
made '.but .what of the re- 
sults? Neither' is" it clear 
whether the survey includes 
alt graduates of the school 
or is limited to graduates of 
the 1903 class. 

If this survey is limited .to 
all graduates of the 1903 
class it cannot be of much 
valued Their work experi- 
ence is so limited that they 
don't have much basis for 
judgment. If this survey 
were repented with the same 
graduates, for five years it 
should be. much .more valua- 
ble to the Board* 

When the report speaks of, 
curriculum - no mention is 
made as to the scope of the 
survey. Is it limited to 
schoolroom academic sub- 
jects or docs it include the 
entire learning experience 
of tiie student? For exam- 
ple, most schools today have 
student government witli 
elected representatives. Do 
the students consider this a 
farce or do they gain bene- 
ficial lessons about the demo- 
cratic process? It was Stev- 
enson that made the obser- 
vation, still applicable, that 
lesson number twenty-seven 
could he the integral calculus 
and lesson twenty-eight could 
be listening to the band. 

Your article raised more 
questions than it answered. 
Reporting on these aspects 
of the. Board's work should 
be expanded. It is loo often 
forgotten that this is the most 
important work of that body, 
that it is not limited to over- 
seeing tiie expenditure of 
public funds for the upkeep 
and maintenance of the build- 
ing and grounds.
